IT HAF HOTTER BE DID, Comanche is sur­ 
rounded by one of the best and most highly pro­ 
ductive farming belts in Texas. 
Its variety of pro­ 
ducts is unlimited. 
Its productiveness is without 
limit. 
The only reason that is produces no more 
is due to the fact that it has not a sufficient num­ 
ber of farmers. 
The farming portion of our trade 
territory is 20 per cent short of ihe number culti­ 
vating the soil in 191T and thirty per cent short of 
the numebr engaged in agriculture ¡u 1914. 
This 
due to tin* passing from a cotton section in 1914 
and in'the drouth that drove many of our farmers 
out of the country in 1918 and who have been nu­ 
bble to return.

either as a farmer for himself or as a farm laborer. 
Farm wages are higher than ever before in the his­ 
tory Of the county.

Every working day of the year 
75,000,000 pounds of meat are required 
to supply home and export need»—and 
only 10 per cent of this is exported. 


These facts must bt kept in mind 
when considering the U. S. Bureau of 
Markets report that on June 1, 1919, 
there were 1,348,000,000 pounds of 
meats fat cold storage. If the meat fat 
storage was placed on the market it 
would only be 20 days’ supply. 


This meat is not artificially withheld 
from trade channels to maintain or 
advance prices. 


Meets in storage consist of— 
65 per cent (approximate) heme, bacon, etc., 
in process of curing. 
It takes 50 to 90 
days in pickle or sak to complete the 
process. 
10 per cent is frosen pork that is to be cured 
later in the year. 
6 per cent it lard. 
This is only four-fifths 
of s pound per capita, and much of it wfll 
have to go to supply European needs. 
19 per cent is frosen beef and lamb, part ef 
which is owned by the Government and 
was intended chiefly for aver-aeas ship­ 
ment If this ware all diverted to domes­ 
tic trade channels, it would be only 
iMs lbs. per capita—a 6 days* supply.
